The  purpose  of  our  campaign  ib  »»  »««"'.  j^* 
adoption  of  the  Briti.h  Columbia  Prohibition 
Act   to  be  Voted   on   at  the  next  general   elec- 

*'to  win  we  must  organize  and  educate,  and 
in  order  to  do  these  two  things  we  must  have 
HZ  Our  campaign  is,  therefore,  threefold: 
(1)  a  campaign  for  finances,  (2)  a  campaign 
if   organization,   and    (3)    a   campaign   of   edu- 

cation. 

FINANOES 

The    necessary    and   unavoidable    «?«"«!•  *° 
secure  the  enactment  of  the  B.  C.  Prohibition 

Act  win  amount   to   at  le-L^^'-'^^A  J^" 
the   estimate   made   by  the   Finance  Committee 
and  comparing  this  estimated  expense  with  the 
ac  ualexpens!  in  Alberta  and  otl-"  P'-r""!" 
as  well  as^n  some  of  the  States  to  the  South 
we   believe  that   the  utmost   ''<^°??'"y  ""!*    f ' 
practised    in  order    to    keep    within  the    limit. 
^  Of  necessity  we  must  use  considerable  space 
in  the  newspapers  for  which  we  ">.«»*  P»y  ad- 
vertising rates.    We    must  also    distribute    an 
I^lious    quantity    of    literature    in  pampWet 
form    covering   every   phase   of  the   Prohibition 
question.    We  must    send  out    paid    organizers. 
Ninety  per  cent  of  the  work  is  done  by  volun- 
tary service;  the  other  ten  per  cent,  however 
cannot  be  covered  in  that  way.    We  must  pay 
for  it.    All  this  requires  money. 

Kvery  district  in  the  Province  must  share  in 
thfs  toancial  burden.  The  Cent..!  Finance 
Committee,  consistinn  of  Messrs.  J.  N.  Harvey, 


Chainnan,  W.  H.  Malkin,  Chris  Spencer,  C. 
Woodward  and  W.  H.  Leckie,  is  composed  of 
the  strongest  and  ablest  business  men  in  the 
Province.  This  committee  has  formulated  a 
plan  of  raising  the  finances.  The  money  is 
being  raised  by  voluntary  subscription  of 
any  amount  and  by  the  sale  of  membership 
tickets  in  the  People's  Prohibition  Move- 
n\ent.  Details  will  be  supplied  upon  appli- 
cation to  the  Financial  Secretary,  703  Rog- 
ers   BIdg.,    Vancouver,    B.  C. 

OBOANIZATION 

To  rejkch  40,000  or  50,000  voters  throughout 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia  is  a  tremen- 
dous task,  owing  to  the  immense  territory  and 
scattered  communities.  No  body  of  workers 
will  do  it  without  thorough  organization.  A 
committee  in  every  polling  district  wttb  a  work- 
er for  every  twenty  rotan  will  do  It.  This  we 
must  have. 

SI8TBI0T  AKD  LOCAL  OOMMITTEBS 

The  convention  in  August,  1915,  appointed  an 
Organization  Committee  to  "organise  and  con- 
duct the  campaign."  This  committee  has  for- 
mulated a  plan  of  organization  which  has  been 
worked  out  in  detail  in  some  parts  of  the  Pro- 
vince. The  Province  has  been  divided  into 
thirty-nine  districts,  the  boundaries  of  which 
conform  to  those  of  the  electoral  districts.  A 
central  or  district  committee  is  to  be  organiz- 
ed in  each  one  of  these  districts.  Sub-district 
committees  must  then  be  formed  in  every  one 
of  these  thirty-nine  districts,  taking  in  every 
town  and  community  in  the  district.  OfCieers 
of  these  sub-district  committees  automatically 
become  members  of  the  district  comnuttee;  and- 
that  district  committee,  composed  of  these  sub- 


district  offiecn  with  otb«rs,  mu»t  be  lield  ac- 
conntable  for  the  organizatiou  of  the  district, 
reporting  to  the  central  organiiation  in  Vancou- 
ver. Thus  every  community  in  iHe  province 
will  be  linked  up  through  the  sub  istrict  and 
biitriet  committees  to  the  central  iganization. 
The  practical  organization  for  every  electoral 
district  or  subdivision  thereof  consists  of  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Trea- 
surer (or  a  Secretary -Treasurer),  together 
with  a  BufTicient  number  of  active  workers  to 
form   a   strong  executive   committee. 

SnOOBSTTOMB  A8  TO   OOMHTTTEE 
MEMBBB8. 

In   selecting   members  for  the   committees   it 
must  be    remembered    that    the    most  desirable 
person  is   not  always    the    one   who   has    been 
longest    on    the  "«lry"  side.     Positions    in    the 
campaign   are  not   to  be  given  as   rewards  for 
past  services.    What  we    are    after    is    votes. 
Therefore,  we  must   have   on   these  committees 
the  men  and  women  w'ao  will  be  able  to  secure 
the    most  votes.    It  is  often    found    that    wo- 
men can  do  better  work  than  men.  both  in  can- 
vassing voters  and  in  every   other  part  of  the 
work.     The  W.C.T.U.  and   church  organizations, 
as  well  as  the  temperance  organizations,  should 
be  taken  full,  advantage  of  in   order  to  obtain 
active  workers.    Four  things  should  be  kept  in 
mind  in  selecting  chairmen   %nd  other  members 
of  local   committees.    First:     Their    ability    as 
leaders.    Second:    Their  influence    in    the  com- 
munity,   especially  their    influence    with     th» 
conservative   class    whose    votes    must   be   woi. 
if  the  Prohibition  Bill  is  to  be  carried.  Third: 
Their   knowledge  of  campaign   and   election  af- 
fairs.   Fourth:    Their   willingness   to    give  time 
to    this    important  woi'k. 


FLAX  or  mvTDJxa  oommittbbi. 

The  tlUtriet  and  tub-dlitriet  committeea 
should  be  inode)ed  after  the  central  organiu- 
tion  in  Vancouver;  that  ii,  a  main  committee 
in  each  district  and  aub-diitriet,  and  that  sub- 
divided into  finance,  editorial  and  publicity, 
and  organization  committees.  In  this  way  each 
branch  of  the  work  can  be  taken  care  of  by  a 
committee  that  will  be  held  responsible  for  its 
department. 

HOW     TO    HAMSLB   VOTBB8'    LIST. 

When  |he  various  committees  have  been  or- 
ganized, the  chairman  or  head  of  each  <>om- 
mittee  should  divide  the  voters'  list  up*  into 
blocks  >>f  twenty  names  each,  with  a  view  of 
placing  each  block  in  the  hands  of  a  worker 
who,  where  possible,  is  personally  acquainted 
with  the  persons  on  his  list  as  well  as  the  lo- 
cality in  which  they  live.  In  this  way  it  will 
be  comparatively  easy  for  the  worker  to  handle 
a  block   of  voters. 

A  sufficient  number  of  voters'  lists  should 
be  procured  by  the  district  organization  so 
that  they  can  be  marked  and  checked  in  order 
that  the  district  and  sub-district  officers  may 
know  how  ea:h  voter  on  the  list  stands  and 
whether  he   has   been   canvassed,   etc. 

OLASSIFIOATION   OF   V0TEB8 

The  district  committees  should  see  to  it  that 
every  polling  district  is  thoroughly  canvassed. 
The  plan  is  to  canvass  every  person  who  has  a 
right  to  vote,  either  approaching  the  voter  per- 
sonally or  in  some  way  finding  out  how  he 
stands  on  this  prohibition  question — whether 
for,  against  or  neutral.  This  information  should 
be  carefully  recorded  in  the  record  book.  If  he 
is  neutral  or  against,  then  his  reasons,  if  any. 


lihould  be    carefully  renaiilered    WkUil    ■    record 
muilti    for    future    use. 

The  central  organization  in  Vancouver  has 
[irepared  i  form  of  card  for  keeping  the 
names  of  the  voters  on.  A  district  record  book 
has  also  been  prepared  so  that  every  voter 
on  the  list  will  be  recorded,  together  with  all 
details,  such  as  his  address,  telephone  number 
and    other  informatioi. 

WOBX   WITH    THOSE    NEUTRAL    OB 
AGAINST. 

The  neutral  voters  should  receive  special 
consideration.  Prom  Aem  our  majority  will  be 
built  up.  Too  much  cannot  be  learned  about 
them.  What  is  their  objection  to  prohibiti'n? 
To  what  lodge  or  church  do  they  beli  ;  ? 
Where  do  they  workf  What  are  their  bus...ess 
or  social  connections!  Are  their  wivus  or  sis- 
ters in  favor  of  prohibition!  Have  they  any 
close  friends  on  our  side!  The  more  of  this 
information  that  can  be  obtained  the  better. 
Then  let  each  be  approached  in  the  wisest  pos- 
sible way.  What  we  need  is  to  have  every 
shot  aimed  at  a  definite  mark  and  bit  it.  Some 
of  these  neutral  voters  should  be  talked  with 
personally  or  be  handed  a  leaflet  which  deals 
with  the  question  in  a  way  calculated  to  meet 
the  difficulty  and  arouse  the  inteiost  of  that 
particular  person.  Some  should  be  approached 
through  wives  and  friends.  Some  should  re- 
ceive personal  letters,  and  all  those  voters  who 
are  neutral  or  opposed  should  be  persuaded  to 
subscribe  for  the  Vancouver  World  for  the 
period  of  th»  campaign.  The  World  is  the  only 
metropolitan  daily  newspaper  in  British  Colum- 
bia that  is  supporting  prohibition. 

fhe    same  procedure  can    be    followed    with 
those  who  are  agninst  prohibition. 
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FBBPASATIOir   FOB  ELBOTION   DAT 

Before  election  day  a  careful  canvass  should 
be  made  in  order  to  secure  all  the  available 
automobiles  for  service  on  ^Ue  day  of  election 
80  that  the  workers  can  b«  gotten  out,  as  yie 
need  every  vote  in  oider  to  be  sure  of  winning 
the  fight.  If  a  proper  and  efficient  organiza- 
tion is  effected  we  are  absolutely  sure  to  gaixi 
victory.  Without  this  organization,  no  matter 
how  strong  the  sentiment  may  be  in  our  favor, 
we  are  altogether  likely  to  lose..  One  hundred 
efficient  organized  workers  will  accomplish 
more  tha»  one  thousand  that  are  unorganized. 
Organization  wins  victory.  Do  not  forget  I'ais. 
Some  peopb  have  suggested  that  the  sentim.ent 
for  prohibition  was  so  strong  that  organiza- 
tion work  was  unnecessary  in  British  Colum- 
bia. This  sort  of  thing  is  the  most  dangerous 
of  all  the  ideas  that  may  get  abroad.  It  will 
require  every  ounce  of  strength  and  every  bit 
of  energy  from  all  friends  of  prohibition  in 
British  Columbia  to  defeat  the  liquor  interests. 

The  lists  should  be  carefully  marked  with  all 
information  that  may  be  necessary.  A  very 
plain  red  mark  should  designate  the  names  of 
all  those  who  though  registered,  are  not  en- 
titled to  vote.  After  these  names  may  be  re- 
corded the  reasons  why  they  are  not  entitled 
to    vote. 

WOBK  OK  ELECTION  DAT 

Polls  open  at  8  a.nx.  and  close  at  7  p.m.  At 
least  15  minutes  before  8  in  the  morning 
a  good  strong  company  of  "dry"  voters 
should  be  at  each  polling  place,  and  should 
remain  there  and  be  on  the  alert  until  the  polls 
close.  Bemember  that  we  must  look  out  for 
e%-ery  vote  east  at  every  polling  place  in  the 
Province.    When   the   polls  open,   a   scrutineer 


should  be  there  to  represent  the  People's  Pre- 
hibition  Movement,  and  the  Committee   on  the 
outside  should  be  ready  to  relieve  the  scrutin- 
eer   and    supplement    his    work  in  every    legi- 
timate    and      legal     manner.    The      scrutineer 
should  be  furnished  with  a  blank  pad  about  6 
inches   long.    On   it   he   should   write   the  num- 
ber and  names  of  all  those  who  vote.    Sheets 
with    these    names  on   them   can  be  torn   from 
his  pad  from  time  ta  time  and  be  given  to  the 
outside   workers,  whose    duty  it    is   to    get  the 
voters    to    the  polls.     These     outside    workers 
should  have  a   complete   list   alphabetically   ar- 
ranged of  all  the  "dry"  voters  in   the  polling 
■  district.    On   these   lists   should  be    entered   all 
that    information    previously    obtained,    which 
will     assist    in    getting     out    the    vote.    There 
should  be  a   special   list  of  the  aged,  crippled, 
sick  and  infirm,  with  the  hour  that   it  will  be 
most   convenient  for   each  to  vote,   and  proper 
conveyances  must    be    proi^ided    to  bring  them 
to   the  polls.    As    the   worker   gets    from    the 
scrutineer   the   lists   of   those  who.  have   voted, 
he  should  mark  on  his  own  lists  the  names  of 
all  who  have  voted.    Thus    he   can   tell    at    a 
glanee  what  "drys"  have  not.  voted.     He,  too, 
should  have  a  blank  pad  smaller  than  that  of 
the    scrutineer's,    on    which  he    may  write    the 
names  and  addresses  of  such  voters  as  he  wish- 
es to  send  after  at  any  particular  time. 

By  7  p.m.  the  last  name  should  be  crossed  off. 
Let  your  motto  be  for  that  day  "every  dry 
vote  in  this  district  mruii  be  cut,*^' 

Scrutineers  and  workers  should  have  the  lists 
prepared  some  days  before  the  election,  so  that 
they  can  personally  investigate  and  famjliariie 
themselves  with  all  the  names  on  their  lists, 
thus  on  election  day  they  will  be.  equipped  to 
hande  their,  work  without  delay  or  friction. 
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Workers  in  wet  districts  must  not  become 
discouraged  and  quit,  because  their  district  is 
giving  a  big  majority  against  the  Prohibition 
Bill.  Bemember  this  is  a  province-wide  fight, 
and  every  vote  saved  for  prohibition  in  a  dis- 
trict which  is  overwhelmingly  wet,  helps  the 
cause  just  as  much  as  it  would  in  a  district 
that  is    three   to    one  in    favor   of   prohibition. 

Every  local  committee  should  conduct  a 
school  for  the  workers  and  scrutineers  a  few 
weeks  before  election  day,  at  which  scrutin- 
eers and  workers  may  be  instructed  in  the  law 
and  now  to  do  their  work  efFeetively.

TIONS. 

For  serutineering  work  on  election  day,  the 
ward  and  district  lists  can  be  cut  up  accord- 
ing to  the  alphabetical  arrangement  which  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  decide  upon  in  fixing  the 
various  letterings  in  the  different  booths.  Then 
get  the  lists  divided  and  pasted  on  cardboard, 
convenient  for  every  scrutineer  in  every  polling 
booth  to  do  his  work.  It  is  best  to  assume  that 
only  qualified  voters  will  be  admitted  to  the 
polling  booths  for  this  purpose.  The  best  men 
in  the  district  should  be  enrolled  for  this  work. 
Professional  and  business  men  of  experience, 
and  men  who  have  had  previous  experience 
as  scrutineers  and  in  checking  voters'  lists 
should  be .  preferred.  Scrutineers  as  far  as 
possible  should  be  placed  in  the  polling  station 
near  which  they  reside  in  order  that  they  may 
recognize  the  names  and  faces  of  voters.  Thi;-. 
is  the  best   check    on   false  voting. 

A  special  booklet  has  been  prepared  for  in- 
struction of  scrutineers. .  Every  scrutineer 
should  have  a  copy  of  this  booklet  and  study 
it  thoroughly.

EDUCATION 

Under  this  heading  must  be  included  the 
whole  propaganda  which  may  be  carried  on  foi 
the  purpose  of  influencing  voters  in  favor  of 
the  Prohibition  Bill.  The  editorial  and  pub- 
licity committees  should  have  charge  of  this 
department  and  they  should  see  to  it  that 
every  voter  in  each  district  has  had  put  inti< 
his  hands  the  various  pamphlets  which  are 
issued  by  the  central  organization  in  Vancou- 
ver. Not  only  this,  but  arguments  should  be 
advanced  in  every  possible  way  to  influence 
the   voters   in   each    district. 

Debates  and  public  meetings  must  be  held 
at  every  opportunity.  The  local  pastors  and 
temperance  organizations  should  co-operate. 
Every  church  and  organization  in  each  district 
should  be  asked  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
campaign.  Young  people's  societies  can  be 
used  to  work  in  various  ways  such  as  distri- 
buting literature  systematically,  distributing 
invitations  to  public  meetings,  etc.  Promin- 
ent, speakers  from  the  outside  will  tour  the  Pro- 
vince and  great  efforts  should  be  made  to  have 
well  attended  meetings  to  hear  what  they  have 
to  say.  Every  meeting  should  be  thrown  open 
for  questions  and  for  arguments  from  our  op- 
ponents. This,  of  course,  will  necessitate  that 
those  in  charge  of  the  meetings  shall  be  posted 
on  every  phase  of  the  prohibition  question  so 
that  they  can  meet  all  arguments  advanced  by 
the    liquor   interests. 

Printed  matter  of  all  kinds,  including  posters, 
bearing  on  all  phases  of  the  prohibition  ques- 
tion, can  be  secured  from  the  central  organiza- 
tion,   Vancouver. 

HOW  TO  HAKDLE  NEW8PAFEB8 

The  newspapers  should  be  carefully  watched 
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and  should  be  approached  by  reBponsible  cit 
izeng  vith  a  view  of  inducing  them  to  publish 
up-to-date  articleB  in  favor  of  prohibition.  If 
they  are  antagonistic,  endeavor  to  bring  eufli 
cient  friendly  pressure  upon  them  to  turn  them 
to  our  side.  It -will  often  be  found  that  a 
strong  committee  of  women  can  influence  the 
newspapers  and  others. 

Careful  attentior  should  be  given  by  all 
workers  to  articles  appearing  in  the  newspa- 
pers, for  and  against  prohibition.  It  is  a  fact 
that  some  of  the  newspapers  in  British  Colum- 
bia, notably  some  of  the  large  dailies  in  Van- 
couver and  Victoria,  are  publishing  articles 
under  the  guise  of  news  items  which  are  either 
false  or  colored  in  such  a  manner  that  condi- 
tions are  entirely  misrepresented.  These  ar- 
ticles are  paid  for  by  the  liquor  interests  and 
are  mostly  published  for  the  purpose  of  deceiv- 
ing the  public  into  believing  that  prohibition 
is  a  failure  in  the  States  of  Washington  and 
Oregon.  Perhaps  the  same  sort  of  news  items 
will  appear  under  date  lines  from  the  Provinces 
in  Canada  to  the  east  of  us  when  prohibition 
comes  into  effect  there.  The  Vancouver  World 
publishes  the  facts.

(6 )  Every    druggist,  physician,    dentist,  and 
every    veterinary    shall    keep    or    cause    to    be 
kept  in  a  book   to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  a 
complete  and  accurate  record  of  every  sale  or 
other  disposal  made  by  him,  his  clerk,  servants, 
or  agents,  of  any  liquor,  and  such  record  shal 
be   made    at    the  time    of  the   sale  or    disposal 
of  the   liquor,   and   shall,  show   the  time   when, 
the  name   and   address  of  the   person  to  whom, 
and  be    signed   by  the    person   by    whom    the 
sale    or    disposal  is    made,    and    the    kind    and 
quantity  of   liquor     sold    or     dispr.sed     of,  and 
in  case  of  a  sale    upon    prescription  shall    dis- 
close and  refer   to   the   prescription   in   such   a 
manner    as    to  enable    the  same    to  be    readily 
identified    and  inspected   at  the   same    tii"e   as 
the  record;    and  in  default   of  such  record  be- 
ing made    of  any    sale  or    disposal    of    liquor 
the    same    shall    be  deemed    to    be  a    sale    of 
liquor  in  contravention    of    the     provisions     of 
this  Act. 

Record  of  Liquor  Purcbaeed. 
(7)  Every  druggist,  physician,  dentist,  and 
every  veterinary  shall  keep  a  refeord  of  all 
liquor  purchased  or  received  by  him,  show- 
ing the  date  of  purchase  and  name  of  the 
person  from   whom  purchased;    and   shall   from 
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time  to  time,  as  required,  by  the  request  in 
writing  of  the  Superintendent  or  by  the  re-

PoiMHion   of  laiquor  1>y    Sick   Person. 

(2.)  Nothing  in  section  11  shall  prevent  a 
sick  person  from  having  in  his  possession  the 
liquor  prescribed  for  him  by  a  physician  un- 
der subsection  (3)  of  section  14  of  this  Act, 
but  no  liquor  so  prescribed  shall  be  given  by 
the  sick  person  or  by  his  physician,  nurse,  or 
other  attendant  to  any  person  other  ttan  the 
sick  person  for  whom  it  has  been  so  pre- 
scribed. 

Drags  Mixed  With  Aleokol. 

16.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent  any 
druggist  from  keeping  or  selling  to  any  person 
any  combination  of  alcohol  with  any  drug  made 
according  to  any  formula  of  the  British  or 
United  States  pharmacopoeia. 

Sales  Under  Execution,  and  CorTejrance  of 
Lienor  by  Common  Oartiers. 

17.  Nothing  in  section  10  hereof  contained 
shall  apply  to  sales  under  execution  or  other 
judicial  process  to  any  vendor  under  this  Act  or 
to  sales  by  assignees  in  bankruptcy  or  insol- 
vency to  such  vendor,  provided  that  the  stock 
of  liquor  i^  not  broken  for  the  purpose  of  such 
sale;  ana  nothing  in  section  11  contained  shall 
prevent  common  carriers  or  other  persons  from 
carrying  or  conveying  liquor  from  a  place  out- 
side of  the  Province  to  a  place  where  the  same 
may  be  lawfully  received  and  lawfully  kept 
within  the  Province,  or  from  a  place  where 
such  liquor  is  lawfully  kept  and  lawfully  deli- 
vered within  the  Province,  to  a  place 
outside  of  the  Province,  or  from  a  place  where 
such  liquor  may  be  lawfully  kept  and  lawfully 
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delivered  within  the  Province  to  another  place 
within  the  Province  where  the  same  may  be 
lawfully  received  and  lawfully  kept,  or  through 
the  Province  from  one  place  outside  of  it  to 
another  place  outside  of  it,  but  no  person  dur- 
ing the  time  such  liquor  is  being  carried  or 
conveyed  as  aforesaid  shall  open  or  break  or 
allow  to  be  opened  or  broken  any  package  or 
vessel  containing  the  same,  or  sell,  give,  or  oth- 
erwise dispose  of  any  of  said  liquor  to  any 
person   other  than   the  consignee   thereof. 

Breweia  Liceiuwd  by  Oovemment  of  Canada. 

18.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent  any 
brewer,  distilter,  or  other  person  duly  licensed 
by  the  Government  of  Canada  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  spirituous,  fermented,  or  other  liquors 
from  keeping  or  having  liquors  manufactured 
by  liim  in  any  building  wherein  such  manufac- 
ture is  carried  on,  provided  such  building  forms 
no  part  of  and  does  not  communicate  by  any 
entrance  with  any  house  or  building  mentioned 
in  section  3,  including  clause  (a)  thereof,  or 
from  selling  liquor  therefrom  to  a  person  in  an- 
other Province  or  in  a  foreign  country  or  to 
a   vendor  under  this  Act. 

Bzport  Sale  of  Liquor. 

19.  (1.)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent 
any  person  from  having  liquor  for  export  sale 
in  his  liquor  warehouse,  provided  such  liquor 
warehouse  and  the  business  carried  on  therein 
complies  with  requirements  in  subsection  (2) 
mentioned,  or  from  selling  from  such  liquor 
warehouse  to  persons  in  other  Provinces  or  in 
foreign  countries,  or  to  a  vendor  under  this 
Act. 

Iiiquor  Warehouses. 
(2.)  The  liquor  warehouse  in  this  section  nien- 
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tioned  shall  be  iuitaWe  for  the  said  business, 
and  shall  be  so  constructed  and  equipped  as  uot 
to  facilitate  any  violation  of  this  Act,  and  not 
connected  by  any  internal  way  or  communica- 
tion with  any  other  building  or  any  other  por- 
tion of  the  same  building,  and  shall  be  a  ware- 
room  or  building  wherein  no  other  commodity 
or  goods  than  liquor  for  export  from  the  Pro- 
vince are  kept  or  sold  to  such  vendor,  and 
wherein  no  other  business  than  keeping  or  sell- 
ing liquor  for  export  from  the  Province  is  car- 
ried on. 

BecoidB  Kept  for  Evidence. 

20.  For  the  purpose  of  evidence,  every 
brewer,  distiller,  or  other  person  licensed  by  the 
Government  of  Canada,  and  mentioned  in  sec- 
tion 18,  and  every  liquor  exporter  mentioned  in 
section  19  who  makes  a  sale  of  liquor  in  the 
Province  shall  immediately  enter  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  for  that  purpose  the  date  of  such  sale, 
the  person  to  whom  such  sale  was  made,  and 
the  person  or  carrier  to  whom  the  same  was  de- 
livered for  carriage;  and  the  failure  of  such 
person  to  make,  keep,  and  produce  as  evidence 
the  said  entry  and  record  of  such  sale  shall,  in 
any  prosecution  under  this  Act  of  such  person 
for  illegally  making  such  a  sale  of  liquor,  be 
prima  facie  evidence  against  such  person  of 
having  illegally  sold  such  liquor. 

Illegal  Oonnunption  or  Purchase  of  Liquor. 

21.  No  person  shall  consume  dny  liquor  in  or 
upon  any  vendor's  premises  nor  in  any  liquor 
warehouse  mentioned  in  section  19,  nor  in  any 
distillery  or  brewery  mentioned  in  section  18,

Proc«edlng8  Where  Previous  OoavictionB 
*  Charged. 

42.     The  proceedings    upon   any   information 
for  an  offence  against  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  in  a  case  where  a  previous  conviction 
or  convictions  are  charged,  shall  be  as  follows: 
(a.)  The  Justice  shall  in  the  first  instance 
inquire    concerning    such   subsequect   uf- 
fence   only,  and  if  the  accused  be  found 
guilty  thereof  he  shall  then,  and  not  be- 
fore,  be    asked  whether  he    was    so  pre- 
viously convicted  as  alleged  in  the  infor- 
mation, and  if  he  answers  that  he  was  so 
previously  convicted  he  shall  be  sentenc- 
ed accordingly;  but  if  he  denies  that  he 
was  so  previously  convicted  or   does  not 
answer  such    question,    the    Justice    shall 
then   inquire     concerning     such    previous 
conviction  or  convictions: 
(b.)  Such     previous     convictions    may     be 
proved  prima  facie  by  the  production  of 
a   certificate  purpoiUng  to    be   under  the 
hand    of  the  convicting    Justice    or  the 
Clerk    of    the    County    Court    to    whose 
office   the   conviction   has   been  returned, 
without    proof    of  signature    or    official 
character: 
(c.)  In  the    event    of    any    conviction    for 
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any  second  or  subsequent  offence  be- 
coming void  or  defective  after  the  mak- 
ing thereof  by  reason  of  any  previous 
conviction  being  set  aside,  quashed,  or 
otherwise  rendered  void,  the  Justice 
by  whom  such  second  or  subsequent 
coRviction  was  made  s'aall  sunvmon  the 
person  convicted  to  appear  at  a  time 
and  pla'-e  to  be  named,  el  shall 
thereupon,  upon  proof  of  the  due  ser- 
vice of  such  summons  if  su>!h  person 
fails  to  appear,  or  on  his  appearance, 
amend  such  second  or  subsequent  con- 
viction, and  adjudge  such  penalty  or 
punishment  as  might  have  been  adjudg- 
ed^ had  such  previous  conviction  never 
existed;  and  such  amended  conviction 
shall  thereupon  be  held  valid  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  as  if  it  had  been 
in  the  first  instance: 
<d.)  In  case  any  person  who  has  been 
convicted  of  a  contravention  of  any 
provision  of  any  of  the  sections  of  this 
Act  is  afterwards  convicted  of  an  of- 
fence against  any  other  provision  of 
this  Act,  such  conviction  shall  be  deem- 
ed a  conviction  for  a  second  offence 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and 
shall  be  deah  with  and  punished  ac- 
cordingly, although  the  two  convictions 
may  have  been  under  different  sec- 
tions. 

OonVictioii  fo7  Several  Offences. 

43.  One  conviction  for  sever.!  offences,  and 
pioviding  a  separate  penalty  fot  each,  may  he 
made  under  this  Act,  although  such  offences 
mny  have  been  committed  on  the  same  day; 
but  the  increased  penalty   or   punishment  here- 
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inbefore  imposed  shall  only  be  incurred  or 
awarded  in  the  case  of  ofTences  committed  on 
different  days  and  after  information  laid  for  a 
first  offence. 

Duty  of  OoutkblM  M  to  Second  Offencas. 

44.  (1.)  Whenever  a  prosecution  is  brought 
agains':  any  person  under  this  Act  for  an 
offence  of  which  he  has  been  previously  con- 
victed and  for  which  a  different  or  greater 
penalty  is  imposed  in  the  case  of  a  second  or 
any  subsequent  offence,  the  Superintendent,  con- 
8taf)le,  or  police  officer,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  prosecute  as  for  a  second  or  subsequent 
offence  according  to  the  fact. 

Oontnventlon  of  mi  Offenc*. 
(2.)  The  Superintendent  or  any  constable  or 
police  officer  who  knowingly  and   wilfully  con- 
travenes the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  Act. 

Oeitiflcate  of  Oonvlctloii. 

45.  The  Justice,  on  any  conviction  of  any 
berson  for  an  oflince  agiiust  this  Act  shall 
ser.d  forthwith  to  the  Superintendent  a  cer- 
tiftcHte  of  such  conviction,  for  which  certiflcate 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  a  fee  of  fifty 
cents  to  be  taxed  as  costs  in  the  cause. 

S«cvlce  on  Oorporationa. 

46.  In  all  prosecutions,  actions,  or  proceed- 
ings under  the  provisions  of  this  Ace  against 
a  corporation,  every  summons,  warrant,  order, 
writ,  or  other  proceeding  may,  in  addition  to 
any  other  manner  of  service  which  may  be 
provided  or  authorized  by  law,  be  served  tm 
such  corporation  by  delivering  the  same  to 
an-  officer,  attorney,  or  agent  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, or  by  leaving  it  at  any  place  v/herfl 
it  carries  on  any  business:     Provided  that  ser-

vice  in  any  other  way  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
If  the  Court,  Justice  by  or  before  whom  auch 
summons,  warrant,  order,  writ,  or  other  proceed- 
ing was  issued  or  is  returnable,  or  by  or  be- 
fore whom  a^y  proceeding  subsequent  to  sucii 
service  is  to  be  had  or  taken,  shall  be  of  the 
opinion  that  the  service  has  been  such  as  to 
bring  the  summons,  warrant,  order,  writ,  or 
other  proceeding  to  the  notice  of  such  cor- 
poration. 

Becoyery  of  Penalty  from  CotporatioM, 

47      (1.)  Whenever    any    corporation    is    con- 
victed of  any  oJfence  against  or  under  this  Act 
and   the   conviction   adjudges   a   pecuniary  pen- 
alty  or  compensation   to  be  paid   by  such   cor- 
poration, or  an  order  under  this  Act  requires  the 
payment    of    a    sum    of    money  by    a    corpora- 
tion,   the    Justice  by    his    conviction  or  order,

Bight  to  Search  Premiswi. 

48.*  (1.)  The  Superintendent  and  any  police 
officer,  policeman,  or  constable  shall,  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  or  detecting  the  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  at  any 
time  have  the  right  to  enter  into  any  and 
every  part  of  any  building  or  place  wherein  re- 
freshments or  liquors  are  s^ld  or  reputed  to  be 
sold,  or  where  he  believes  liquor  is  kept  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  to 
make  searches  in .  every  part  thereof  and  of  the 
premises  connected  therewith  as  he  may  think 
iiecessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid;  and  for 
such  purpose  may,  with  such  assistance  as  he 
deems  expedient,  break  open  any  door,  lock,  or 
fastening  of  such  premises  or  any  part  thereof, 
or  of  any  closet,  cupboard,  box,  or  other  recep- 
tacle which   might  contain  liquor. 

Bitfit  to  Admit  to  Premiaes  an  Offence. 

(2.)  Every  person  being  therein  or  havi>g 
charge  thereof  who  refuses  or  fails  to  admit 
any  such  Superintendent,  police  officer,  police- 
man, or  constable  demanding  to  enter  in  pur- 
suance of  this  eection  in  the  execution  of  hig 
duty,  or  who  obstructs  or  attempts  to  obstruct 
the  entry  of  such  Superintendent,  police  officer, 
policeman,   or  constable,  or  any  aueh  searches 
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as    aforesaid,    shall    be    guilty    of    an    offence 
against  the  provisions  of.  this  Act. 

Bight  to  Beuch  Vehlclu. 
49.  The  SuperiQteudent  anU  any  police  offi- 
cer, policeman,  it  uoastable,  if  he  believes  that 
liquor  intended  £jt  sale  or  to  be  kept  for  sale 
in  violation  of  this  A<jt  is  contained  in  any  ve- 
hicle on  a  public  highway  or  elsewhere,  or  is 
concealed  on  the  lands  of  any  person,  shall  have 
power  without  warrant  to  search  for  such  li- 
quor wherever  he  may  suspect  it  to  be,  iiui?  if 
need  be  by  force,  and  may  search  the  porson 
himself,  and  may  seize  and  remove  any  liquor 
found  and  the  vessels  in  which  the  same  is  kept. 

Seisuie  of  Liquor. 
50.  When  the  Superintendent  or  any  police 
officer,  policeman,  or  constable,  in  making  or 
attempting  to  make  any  search  under .  or  in 
pursuance  of  the  authority  conferred  by  sec- 
tions 48  and  49  of  this  Act,  finds  in  any  house 
or  place  any  liqu  .r  which  in  his  opinion  is  un- 
lawfully kept  for  sale  or  disposal  contrary  to 
this  Act,  he  may  forthwith  seize  and  remove 
the  same  and  the  vessels  in  which  the  same  is 
kept;  and  upon  the  conviction  of  the  occu- 
pants of  such  house  or  place  or  any  other  per- 
son for  keeping  the  liquor  for  sale  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in  such  house  or 
place,  the  Justice  making  such  conviction  may 
in  and  by  the  said  conviction  declare  the  said 
liquor  and  vessels  or  any  part  thereof  to  be  for- 
feited  to  His  Majesty.- 

Seizure  of  Uquor  la  Transit 
61.     (1.)  Where    the    Superintendent  or    any 
police  offi^pr,   policemtiii,   or  constable   finds  li- 
quor  ia  transit  or   in   course  of   delivery  upon 
*he    premises    of    any  railway    company    or     i 
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any  wharf,  railway  station,  express  office,  ware- 
house, or  other  place,  and  believes  that  such  li- 
quor is  to  be  sold  or  kept  for  sale  in  contra- 
vention of  this  Act,  he  may  forthwith  seize  and 
remove  the  same  and  the  vessels  in  which  the 
liquor   is  Icept. 

8«lin:-9   Where   Quantity  ExceaatT*. 

(2.)  When  liquor  is  found  on  any  premises  or 
in  any  place  in  such  quantities  as  to  satisfy  the 
Superintendent  or  any  police  officer,  policeman, 
or  constable  after  caref-il  inquiry  that  such 
liquor  is  being  kept  for  the  purpose  of  unlaw- 
fully selling  or  disposing  of  the  same,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  such  Superintendent,  police  offi- 
cer, politjnr.:!!'.,  or  constable  to  seize  and  remove, 
by  force  if  necessary,  any  liquor  so  found  and 
the  vessels  in  which  the  liquor  is  kept. 

Owner  tb  Make  OUlm. 

(3.)  If  within  thirty  days  from  the  dstp  of 
seizure  no  person  claims  to  be  the  owner  cf 
such  liquor,  such  liquor  and  any  vessels  con- 
taining the  same  shall  be  forfeited  to  His  Ma- 
lesty. 

ForfeitUi:e  of  Ll<iuor. 

(4.)  If  vithin  the  s^aid  time  any  claimant  ap- 
pears, it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  him  to  prove 
his  claim  and  his  right  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  to  the  possession  of  such  liquor  and 
vessels  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  Police  or 
Stipendiary  Magistrate  or  any  Justice  of  thi 
Peace,  and  on  failure  to  prove  and  establish  his 
claim  and  right  the  liquor  and  vessels  shall  be 
forfeited  to  His  Majesty. 

VMaela  Oanying  Liquor  for  niegkl  Dt^ona. 

52.  If  it  is  proved  before  any  Police  or  Sti- 
pendiary  Magistrate   or   two   Justices   of    the 
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Pemee  that  tnjr  vmm),  boat,  emnoe,  or  conv«]r> 
ance  of  any  Uetcription,  upon  the  lea-eoast'  or 
upon  any  river,  lake,  or  stream,  it  employed 
in  carrying  any  liquor  for  the  purpose  of  sell- 
ing or  disposal  of  the  same  illegally,  such  ves- 
sel, boat,  canoe,  or  conveyance  so  employed 
may  be  seized  and  declared  forfeited  and  sold, 
and  the  proceeds  thereof  paid  into  the  Consoli- 
dated Revenue  Fund  or  to  the  municipal  trea- 
surer, as  the  case  may  be. 

APPEALS. 
Atfldavlta  of  Merlto  on  Oaitlorul. 

63.  No  writ  of  certiorari  shall  issue  for  the 
purpose  of  quashing  any  conviction  for  any 
violation  or  contravention  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  unless  the  party  applying 
therefor  shall  produce  to  the  Judge  to  whom 
the  application  is  made  an  affidavit  that  be 
did  not  by  himself  or  by  his  agent,  servant, 
or  employee,  or  by  any  other  person,  with  his 
knowledge  or  consent,  commit  the  offence  for 
which  he  has  been  convicted;  and  such  affi- 
davit shall  negative  the  charge  in  the  terms 
used  in  the  conviction,  and  shall  further  nega- 
tive the  commission  of  the  offence  by  the  agent, 
servant,  or  employee  of  the  accused,  or  by  any 
other  person,  with  his  knowledge  or  consent. 

Affidavita  of  Mult*  on  Appeal. 
54.  No  appeal  shall  lie  from  a  conviction  for 
any  violation  or  contravention  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  unless  the  party  appeal- 
ing shall  within  the  time  limited  for  giving  no- 
tice of  such  appeal  make  an  affidavit  before  the 
Justice  who  tried  the  cause  that  he  did  not  by 
himself  or  by  his  agent,  servant,  or  employee, 
or  any  other  person,  with  his  knowledge  or  eon- 
sent,  commit  the  offence  charged  in  the  infor- 
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mation;  and  inrb  affidavit  ihall  negatlv*  the 
rharge  in  the  terms  used  in  the  eonvietion,  and 
■hall  further  negative  the  commiHion  of  the 
offence  by  the  agent,  lervant,  or  employee  of 
the  acciued,  or  any  other  person,  with  hit 
Icnowledge  or  consent;  which  affidavit  shall  be 
transmitted  with  the  convictions  to  the  Court 
to  which  the  appeal  is  given. 

Oonyletion  Kot  to  tt  Qnaahed  for  Want  of 
Foroi. 

66.  A  conviction  or  order  made  in  any  mat- 
ter prising  under  this  Act,  either  originally  or 
on  appeal,  shall  not  be  quashed  for  want  of 
form;  and  a  conviction  or  order  made  by  a 
Court  of  summary  jurisdiction,  against  which  a 
person  is  authorized  to  appeal,  shall  not  be  re- 
moved by  certiorari  or  otherwise,  either  at  the 
instance  of  the  Crown  or  any  private  person, 
into  the   Supreme  Court. 

OEKBBAL  FBOVISIONS 

Beporta  by  Bupwlntemdent. 
66.  The  Superintendent  shall  from  time  to 
time  make  reports  to  the  Attorney-General  cov- 
ering such  matters  in  connection  with  the  en- 
forcement of  this  Act  as  may  be  required,  and
